Dear  Editor: 

This  letter  is  an  opinion 
concerning  the  article  you 
wrote  in  the  last  edition  of  the 
CYCLE,  on  men's  track  coach 
Jim  Sheehan  and  his  team. 
This  man  is  a  first  class  coach 
working  on  a  second  rate 
salary  -  being  further  degra- 
ded bv  the  insufficient  funds 
considered  a  budget.  When 
vou  have  talent  at  this  small 
school  it  really  hurts  to  see  it 
wasted  bv  lack  of  equipment 
and  training  supplies. 

Fitchburg's  track  team  is 
the  only  track  team  in  the  state 
without  a  high-jump  or  pole- 
vault  mat.  The  nearest  outdoor 
track,  which  doesn't  even 
belong  to  us,  is  more  than  a 
mile  and  a  half  away  and  there 
is  nothing  available  that  is 
even  close  to  an  indoor  track!  I 
realize  that  an  indoor  track  is 
impossible  to  expect,  but  an 
outdoor  track  is  certainly  not 
out  of  our  reach. 

It  has  been  learned  that  for 
approximately     five  years 

Fitchburg  has  had  an  amount 
of  money  in  the  vicinity  of 
S500,000  and  land  enough  to 
build  a  quarter-mile  track  and 
field  events  area  for  exclusive 
use  by  Fitchburg  State  stu- 
dents. This  facility  has  not 
been  built  because  of  a 
supposed  conflict  with  the 
architect.  But  why  have 
Worcester,  Westfield,  and 
Bridgewater  State  Colleges 
finished  their  quarter-mile 
tracks  even  though  the  money 
for  them  was  allocated  much 
later  than  Fitchburg's  money? 
The  answer  to  this  question  is 
awaited  by  many. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  say 
that  I  am  proud  to  be  on 
athletic  ieams  here  at  Fitch- 
burg State,  and  I  will  always 
work  my  utmost  for  the  teams. 
I  hope  that  this  problem  can  be 
worked  out.

Fouls 

Before  the  season,  James  Martin,  coach  of  the  Falcon 
basketball  team,  carried  with  him  optimistic  hopes  for  a  campaign 
crammed  with  glorious  victories.  That  dream  has  faded  and 
vanished,  however,  as  the  Fitchburg  team  holds  a  mediocre  record. 

There  are  a  thousand  possible  excuses  and  another 
thousand  actual  reasons  why  this  year's  club  is  not  enjoying  the 
success  of  last  years.  A  non-existant  defense,  the  lack  of  potent 
rebounding  due  to  a  "small"  front  line,  and  the  obvious  absence  of 
TEAM  basketball,  seem  to  be  the  three  greatest  causes  of  the 
Falcon's  decline.  Nevertheless,  Parkinson  Gymnasium  is  usually 
packed  to  its  capacity,  and  the  team  does  offer  excitement  and 
serves  as  a  pleasant  diversion;  so  I  believe  the  season  must  be 
termed  as  a  successful  one. 

It  is  my  philosophy  that  sporting  events  are  not  wars  where 
one  must  win  to  escape  the  agony  of  defeat,  but  rather,  they  are 
merely  games  where  one  should  enjoy  the  spirit  of  casual 
comDetition.  The  beautv  of  Fitchburg  State  College  athletics  has 

been  its  mediocritv.  It's  not  that  I  consider  winning  a  vicious 
plague,  it  is  just  that  I  believe  the  philosophy  of  winning  at  any  cost 
(embodied  in  that  foolish  maxim,  "winning  isn't  everything,  it's 
the  only  thing  )  is  one  ot  the  most  Joolish,  immature,  and 
self-defeating  philosophies  prevalent  in  our  society.  In  that  brief 
moment  of  diminishing  life  before  death  finally  conquers,  if  the 
only  thing  one  can  proclaim  is  "I  hit  the  foul  shot  that  beat 
Westfield  State,"  one  has  lived  a  shallow  life,  indeed. 

Sports  should  be  pleasant  and  should  bring  out  the  nobility 
of  the  human  creature.  They  should  not  be  fought  with  tooth  and 
claw  by  maniacs  surging  and  grasping  like  jungle  beasts  for  some 
elusive  goal  called  "victory."  The  major  objective  of  living  should 
be  love  and  not  the  acquisition  of  personal  glory  and  the 
vanquishing  of  other  human  beings. 

With  this  in  mind,  one  can  not  help  but  abhor  and  be  utterly 
disgusted  by  the  commando-tactics  of  many  of  the  varsity  coaches 
at  Fitchburg  State.  I  need  not  insert  their  names  in  this  column,  for 
anyone  who  has  eyes  and  ears,  and  even  a  casual  interest  in  the 
school  sports'  scene,  knows  who  they  are. 

They  view  victory  as  a  god  and  worship  it  with  profound 
adoration.  When  it  eludes  them,  they  shout  foul  messages  at 
referees  and  condemn  their  own  players.  Sinking  into  depression 
they  act  as  children  during  a  temper  tantrum.  Our  school  certainly 
deserves  better. 

Leo  Durocher  once  said  that  nice  guys  finish  last,  and  he 
might  be  correct  in  that  assumption.  I  don't  think  so,  though.  At 
Fitchburg  we  seem  to  often  finish  last  anyways,  so  why  not  act  as 
gentlemen  and  mold  a  philosophy  agreeing  that  one  can  surely  win 
in  defeat  and  improve  as  human  beings  no  matter  what  the 
outcome  of  the  contest? 


Comments  and 
Observations 


To  be  without  certain  useful  facilities  is,  indeed,  a  pity;  but 
when  one  possesses  these  facilities  but  is  denied  the  use  of  them,  it 
is  an  outrageous  atrocity. 

That  brilliant  pillar  of  brick  architecture,  referred  to  as  the 
Student  Union  building  (a  monument  to  taxpayer's  millions)  stands 
ready  to  be  opened  and  used,  but  excepting  for  the  library,  it  shall 
remain  dormant  and  inoperative  until  some  unknown  date  in  the 
future.  It  seems  that  the  lack  of  furniture  is  the  major  stumbling 
block  delaying  the  building's  baptism.  The  Student  Union  was 
supposed  to  be  ready  for  use  and  opened  last  year.  For  this 
unnecessary  delay,  I  blame  no  one  in  particular,  but  every  one  of 
the  grey-suited  gods  who  plan  and  rule  for  the  rest  of  us.  The 
Student  Union  complex  could  provide  social  opportunities  and 
might  be  capable  of  breathing  some  life  into  what  is  now  a  dull, 
rigor  mortised  campus  scene.  It  should  already  be  opened. 

The  library,  recently  transplanted  to  the  Student  Union 
building,  is  a  major  implement  of  and  a  direct  representation  of  a 
college's  worth.  The  number  of  books,  magazines,  micro-filmed 

documents  etc is  often  used  to  credit  or  discredit  a  school.  I 

believe  we  have  an  adequate  library,  however;  I  wonder  whose 
brilliant  idea  it  is  to  close  it  at  9:30  p.m.  Are  we  to  believe  that  after 
9:30  we  must  abandon  (occasional)  scholarly  pursuits  and  raid  the 
local  liquor  establishments.  It  is  foolish  to  banish  students  from  the 
library  at  such  an  early  hour.  Most  college  and  university  libraries 
remain  open  until  midnight,  and  during  exam  periods  they  often 
stay  open  all  night.  Since  a  library  is  an  instrumental  facet  in 
education  and  because  it  is  so  pivotal  in  the  educational  process,  it 
seems  plausible  that  it  should  stay  open  somewhat  longer  than  the 
past  and  present  policy.  Our  library  should  remain  open  until 
midnight,  at  the  very  least. 

Another  building  which  fulfills  only  a  partial  need  and  which 
is  not  used  as  often  as  it  should  be,  is  Parkinson  Gymnasium.  It  is 
common  knowledge  that  our  gymnasium  is  not  Madison  Square 
Garden,  in  fact  I've  seen  elementary  schools  with  better  facilities; 
but  alas  it  is  all  that  we  have.  The  Parkinson  Gym  is  rarely  open  for 
student  use  later  than  5  o'clock,  and  it  is  often  monopolized  by 
athletic  teams  and  physical  education  classes.  This  is  foolish.  I 
believe  that  it  should  be  open  every  evening  until,  at  least,  10 
o'clock.  Since  every  student  is  required  by  the  school  to  pay  an 
athletic  fee,  this  would  allow  more  students  the  opportunity  to  gain 
deserved  benefits  for  their  monetary  sacrifices.  To  have  the 
gymnasium  available,  yet  not  open  for  student  use,  seems 
irrational.  It  seems  that  way  because  it  is. 

I  will  reiterate;  to  possess  facilities  but  to  be  denied  the  use 
of  them,  is  an  outrageous  atrocity.

Recent  Federal  Legis- 
lation grants  to  college  stu- 
dents the  right  of  access  to 
educational  records  main- 
tained by  various  college 
offices.  Applications  for  finan- 
cial aid  at  any  time  and 
confidential  material  submit- 
ted prior  to  January  1,  1975  are 
not  open  to  students. 

Forms  for  requesting 
the  opportunity  to  review 
records  are  available  in  the 
Student  Personnel  Services 
Office.  Also  on  hand  is  a  copy 
of  the  Guidelines  published  by 
the  Department  of  Health, 
Education,  and  Welfare. 

Although  it  is  permissi- 
ble under  the  law  to  release 
directory  information  such  as 
addresses,     telephone     num- 


bers, date  of  birth,  etc.,  after 
making  it  known  to  students 
that  such  release  will  be  made, 
the  Student  Personnel  Deans 
intend  to  continue  their  cur- 
rent practice.  This  procedure 
is  only  to  verify  whether  a 
student  is  in  attendance  and  in 
cases  of  emergency  to  attempt 
to  locate  the  student  and  rela) 
a  message. 

It  should  be  noted  that 
the  Deans  of  Students  main- 
tain no  educational  files.  Tin «e 
are  found  in  the  Registrar's 
and  Placement  Offices  for  the 
most  part. 

Any  additional  infor- 
mation received  from  the  Divi- 
sion of  State  College's  legal 
counsel  will  be  posted  on 
bulletin  boards  and  published 
in  "Rhetoric." 


Planned  Parenthood 

The  Planned  Parenthood  League  of  Massachusetts  (PPLM)  has 
recently  extended  its  Counseling  and  Referral  Program  to  serve 
people  throughout  Massachusetts.  The  service  has  been  available 
in  the  Boston  area  for  16  years  and,  in  the  past  few  years,  has 
helped  approximately  12,000  people  a  year  with  fertility  related 
questions.  The  service  has  now  been  expanded  through  the 
introduction  of  a  statewide  toll-free  telephone  number,

The  statewide  expansion  of  PPLM's  counseling  and  referral 
activities  is  expected  to  help  combat  the  alarming  number  of 
unwanted  pregnancies  among  young  people.  Additionally,  through 
a  statewide  publicity  campaign,  it  will  make  birth-planning 
information  more  accessible  in  rural  and  low-income  areas,  where 
fertility  rates  have  traditionally  been  highest. 

At  the  present  time,  there  is  an  acute  need  for  educational  and 
informational  programs  to  supplement  the  services  offered  in 
existing  medical  facilities.  A  recent  study  in  New  York  City  found 
that  many  unwanted  pregnancies  among  young  people  are  caused 
by  a  lack  nf  contraceptive  knowledge  or  a  lack  of  information  about 
the  availability  of  contraceptives.  It  is  ironic,  therefore,  that  during 
an  economic  recession,  many  birth-planning  agencies  will  retrench 
their  counseling  and  educational  capability.  PPLM  is  ready  to  fill 
that  need  in  Massachusetts. 

PPLM  is  dedicated  to  informing  every  fertile  Commonwealth 
resident  about  the  availability  of  birth-planning  services.  With  over 
4  billion  people  on  this  planet  and  a  limited  supply  of  natural 
resources,  PPLM  feels  that  each  individual's  child-bearing 
decisions  are  crucial  to  his  or  her  own,  and  to  society's  physical, 
emotional,  and  mental  health.  Its  goal  is  to  assist  people  in 
reaching  an  informed  decision  on  when  and  if  to  have  a  child, 
thereby  helping  to  ensure  that  every  child  will  be  a  wanted  child. 

PPLM's  Counseling  and  Referral  Program  is  supervised  by  a 
Registered  Nurse,  with  the  assistance  of  PPLM's  Director  of 
training  who  holds  an  MSW  degree.  Calls  are  answered  by  thirty 
trained  volunteer  counselors  who  respond  to  clients'  questions  on 
topics  such  as  contraception,  sterilization,  VD,  abortion,  sexuality 
and  adoption.  Their  role  is  that  of  a  sympathetic,  non-judgemental 
listener  who  can  inform  and  advise  as  well  as  make  referrals  to 
appropriate  resources  convenient  to  the  caller. 

PPLM  is  a  non-profit  social  service  agency  and  the  state  affiliate 
of  Planned  Parenthood-World  Population.  In  addition  to  the 
Counseling  and  Referral  program,  it  operates  educational 
programs  reaching  over  12,000  people  a  year.

"Project  Dis- 
covery" is  a  carefully  organ- 
ized field  trip  for  high  school 
and  college  students  that  will 
be  led  by  teachers  who  are 
convinced  that  on-site  talks, 
eyewitness  accounts  of  crucial 
events  and  "being  there"  is 
the  best  way  to  bring  alive  the 
adventure  and  significance  of 
our  American  heritage  in 
Europe. 

Dean  Donald  W.  Beat- 
tie  of  North  Shore  Community 
College  and  European  exper- 
ienced secondary  school  teach- 
ers will  lead  their  respective 
college  and  high  school  teams 
through  Holland,  Belgium, 
England,  France,  Switzerland 
and  Germany  on  the  1975 
program. 

North  Shore  Commun- 
ity College  will  grant  three 
credits  for  the  successful 
completion  of  the  course  "Our 
European  Heritage  through 
Field  Study"  which  will  be 
offered  through  the  College's 
Personalized  Curriculum.  (Ar- 
rangements for  earning  addi- 
tional credit  may  be  negotia- 
ted.) The  flexibility  of  the 
Personalized  Curriculum  will 
allow  students  to  structure  the 
course  to  their  particular 
academic  interests.  Secondary 
school  students  will  be  able  to 
transfer  the  college  credit 
upon  graduation  from  high 
school  and  high  school  credit 
may  be  obtained  by  prior 
arrangement  with  the  stu- 
dent's high  school. 

Every  effort  has  been 
made  by  North  Shore  Com- 
munity College  and  the  Euro- 
pean Seminar  Association  to 
keep  Project  Discovery  within 
the  limits  of  a  student  budget 
by  using  all  available  educa- 
tional and  group  discounts.  A 
four  week  program  at  $895  and 
an  eight  week  program  at 
$1,095  are  available  and  the 
price  for  both  options  include 
round-trip  air  fare,  European 
transportation,  housing,  two 
meals  per  day,  insurance  and 
tuition  fee.  The  eight  week 
program  will  also  visit  Scot- 
land, Wales,  Austria  and 
Berlin. 

Project  Discovery  will 
be  advised  by  a  Committee 
which  includes  such  well- 
known  men  as  Henry  Cabot 
Lodge  and  William  Saltonstall 
and  distinguished  educators 
such  as  Dean  Anthony  M. 
Cotoia  of  North  Shore  Com- 
munity College,  Superinten- 
dent Frances  N.  FitzGerald  of 
the  Middleton  Public  Schools, 
Dr.  David  L.  Franz  of  Gordon 
College  and  Superintendent 
Robert  D.  Paul  of  the 
Amesbury  School  System.

Veterans: 

For  those  of  you  who  were  out  practice-teaching  last 
semester  or  who  are  recent  transfer  students,  let  me  re-introduce 
myself  as  the  Veterans  Administration  representative  on  campus. 
My  name  is  Ed  O'Connor  and  my  office  is  located  in  Miller  Hall.  I 
am  here  on  campus  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays;  normally 
from  8:30 — 5:00.  However,  on  Wednesdays  I  am  here  from 
10:30—7:00.  My  phone  number  is  345-2151,  ext.  281. 

In  this  my  first  article  of  the  second  semester  I'd  like  to  clear 
up  some  confusion  concerning  the  nine  month  extension  of  G.I.  Bill 
benefits.  Under  Public  Law  93-508  there  are  four  basic  require- 
ments that  must  be  met  before  eligibility  for  the  extension  can  be 
established.  The  requirements  are: 

a.  Basically  a  veteran-student  must  have  been  eligible  for  the  full 
36  months  of  entitlement  in  order  to  qualify  for  the  additional  nine 
months. 

b.  The  veteran  or  in-service  student  must  have  been  enrolled  in  an 
undergraduate  program  at  an  institution  of  higher  learning  at  the 
time  that  original  entitlement  was  exhausted. 

c.  No  change  of  program  or  course  other  than  a  normal  progression 
from  an  associate  degree  to  a  bachelor's  degree  may  be  authorized 
either  at  the  beginning  of  or  during  the  nine-month  period  from  the 
program  pursued  when  the  original  entitlement  was  exhausted. 

d.  The  veteran  or  in-service  student  must  not  have  already 
completed  the  requirements  for  a  bachelor's  degree.  Note:  A 
degree  not  obtained  under  the  G.I.  Bill  will  serve  as  a  bar  to  any 
extension. 

If  you  have  any  further  questions  or  any  problems  with  V.A. 
benefits  please  drop  by  and  see  me. 

N.B.:  Effective  date  of  the  extension  provision  was  12/3/74.  If 
entitlement  ran  out  prior  to  the  fall  semester  you  can  receive 
extension  benefits  only  from  the  effective  date  of  the  provision.

The  sociology  and  community  analysis  classes  of  Dr. 
Grainger  Browning  carried  out  a  fund-raising  campaign  on  the 
F.S.C.  campus  for  the  MICAH  Corporation  this  past  month. 
MICAH  (Massachusetts  Individuals  Concerned  About  Housing)  is 
a  local  organization  which  provides  decent  housing  for  low  and 
moderate  income  families  in  the  Fitchburg  area.  MICAH 
purchases  homes  and  renovates  them,  according  to  pre-established 
standards,  for  the  needy.  MICAH  presently  owns  five  housing 
units  in  the  Fitchburg  area,  all  of  which  are  separated  into 
apartments  and  rented  to  low  and  moderate  income  families.  The 
corporation  hopes  to  buy  more  units  in  the  near  future.  MICAH 
obtains  its  income  through  donations  and  a  profit-sharing  system. 
Interested  individuals  may  buy  shares  in  the  corporation  with  the 
knowledge  that  the  dividends  paid  will  be  fed  back  into  the 
corporation. 

The  fund-raising  campaign,  initiated  by  Dr.  Browning  and 
subsequently  carried  out  by  his  students  as  a  Community  Action 
project,  netted  $1,011.41.  This  sum  was  obtained  in  three  ways. 

First,  donations  were  contributed  by  F.S.C.  students,  staff, 
faculty,  and  administration.  Secondly,  raffles  were  carried  out  both 
on  and  off  the  F.S.C.  campus.  Ann  Cusach  of  Lunenburg  won  a 
typewriter  and  Lucille  Conrardy  of  Blackstone  won  an  adding 
machine.  Thirdly,  an  all-college  party  was  held  at  the  Buttercup. 
All  of  the  money  contributed  during  this  campaign  will  go  directly 
toward  buying  and  renovating  housing.  None  of  the  members  of 
the  MICAH  Corporation  are  reimbursed  for  their  input. 

A  heartfelt  thanks  is  extended  to  all  those  who  participated 
in  this  campaign.  Its  outcome  will  be  to  provide  this  much-needed 
low  and  moderate  income  housing  in  Fitchburg.  Thanks  again.

Financial 


Due  to  a  continuing 
inflationary  economy,  rapid 
increase  in  the  Consumer  Price 
Index,  and  rising  college  costs, 
the  College  Scholarship  Ser- 
vice is  making  several  signifi- 
cant changes  in  its  need 
analysis  system  for  the  1974 — 

75  processing  year.  This  will 
affect  students  seeking  finan- 
cial assistance  for  the  1975 — 

76  academic  year. 

The  higher  cost  of  living 
is  a  problem  that  affects  all 
families  in  the  United  States, 
with  the  middle  and  upper- 
middle  income  families  being 
the  most  affected.  The  College 
Scholarship  Service  is  there- 
fore reducing  the  expected 
parental  contribution  for  stu- 
dents entering  or  continuing  in 
post-secondary  institutions  in 
the  fall  of  1975.  Students  who 
previously  have  been  ineligible 
for  financial  aid  may  now  fall 
into  a  need  catagory  under  the 
new  system. 

In  view  of  these  chan- 
ges it  is  recommended  and 
urged  that  all  undergraduate 
students  who  feel  financial  aid 
will  be  required  in  1975 — 76 
submit  a  Parents  Confidential 
Statement  or  Students  Finan- 
cial Statement  to  determine 
their  eligibility  under  the  new 
system. 

New  need  analysis  cha- 
rts have  recently  been  received 
from  the  College  Scholarship 
Service.  Students  who  feel 
they  require  additional  aid  for 
the  current  semester  or  who 
were  ineligible  to  receive  aid 
under  the  previous  system, 
may  contact  the  Financial  Aid 
Office  for  a  recomputation  of 
their  financial  need.

Over  one  million  stu- 
dents have  applied  for  the 
Federal  Government's  Basic 
Educational  Opportunity  Gra- 
nts so  far  this  year,  and  it  is 
still  not  too  late  to  apply. 

First  or  second  year 
students  can  get  between  $50 
and  $1,050  to  help  with 
educational  expenses.  Basic 
Grants  provide  eligible  stu- 
dents with  a.  "floor"  of 
financial  aid"  which  can  be  used 
at  any  one  of  over  5,000 
eligible  colleges,  junior  col- 
leges, vocational  or  technical 
schools,  career  academies,  or 
hospital  schools  of  nursing.

Eligibility  for  Basic 
Grants  is  determined  by  a 
formula  which  measures  fi- 
nancial need.  This  formula, 
applied  uniformly  to  all  appli- 
cants, takes  into  account  such 
factors  as  family  income  and 
assets,  family  size,  number  of 
family  members  in  postsec- 
ondary school,  and  social 
security  and  veterans'  special 
educational  benefits. 

To  apply  for  a  Basic 
Grant,  students  must  fill  out 
an"application  for  Determina- 
tion of  Basic  Grant  Eligibility".

Even  if  a  student 
has  applied  for  other  financial 
aid,  he  or  she  must  fill  out  a 
separate  application  for  a 
Basic  Grant.  Four  to  six  weeks 
after  submitting  an  applica- 
tion, you  will  receive  a 
"Student  Eligibility  Report" 
which  notifies  you  of  your 
eligibility.  The  amount  of  the 
grant  depends  on  financial 
need  and  the  cost  of  the  school 
which  you  are  attending.  The 
student  must  take  this  report 
to  the  financial  aid  officer  to 
find  out  the  amount  of  the 
award. 

Ask  the  financial  aid 
officer  now  about  Basic  Edu- 
cational Opportunity  Grants.

CIVIL  LIBERTIES  AND  CIVIL  RIGHTS  ATTORNEY  WILLIAM 
KUNSTLER  TO  SPEAK  IN  ASHBY 


William  Kunstler,  internationally-known  civil  liberties  and 
civil  rights  attorney  whose  name  is  virtually  synonymous  with  the 
political  trials  of  the  late  '60s  and  early  '70s,  will  speak  at  the  First 
Parish  Church  in  Ashby  on  Sunday,  February  9,  at  7:30  p.m. 
Kunstler  has  been  a  lawyer  in  the  Chicago  Eight,  the  Wounded 
Knee,  the  Catonsville  and  other  famous  political  trials,  and  will  be 
coming  to  Ashby  from  his  work  on  the  Attica  trials  in  New  York 
State. 

Kunstler  was  himself  found  in  contempt  of  court  in  the 
tumultuous  Chicago  Eight  Conspiracy  Trial,  which  resulted  from 
prosecution  of  nonviolent  demonstration  leaders  at  the  1968 
Democratic  Convention  in  Chicago.  Later  Kunstler's  conviction 
was  reversed  and  his  sentence  vacated,  as  were  those  of  most  of 
the  defendants. 

Educated  at  Yale  University  and  Columbia  University  Law 
School,  Kunstler  served  in  the  U.S.  Army  from  1941  —  1946, 
receiving  the  Bronze  Star  in  1945,  and  was  discharged  with  the 
rank  of  Major.  Since  that  time,  he  has  lectured  and  taught  at 
Columbia  University,  New  York  Law  School,  Pace  College,  and  the 
New  School  for  Social  Research.  He  is  author  of  a  number  of  books, 
including  "Beyond  A  Reasonable  Doubt?"  (1962).  "The  Case  For 
Courage"  (1963),  "The  Minister  and  the  Choir  Singer"  (1964),  and 
"Deep  In  My  Heart"  (1966).  He  has  also  written  articles  and  book 
reviews  for  both  professional  and  lay  publications. 

Among  Kunstler's  most  famous  clients  have  been  Dr. 
Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  (Special  Trial  Counsel,  1962—1965), 
Adam  Clayton  Powell  (1966  Reinstatement  to  Congress  Case), 
Stokelv  Carmichael  (1967  Invalidation  of  Georgia  Insurrection 
Statute  Case),  and  Father  Phillip  Berrigan  (Catonsville,  Md.  draft 
file  destruction  case  in  1968). 

Attorney  Kunstler  is  a  member  of  the  National  Council  of 
the  American  Civil  Liberties  Union,  the  Board  of  the  Emergency 
Civil  Liberties  Committee;  the  Association  of  the  Bar  of  the  City  of 
New  York;  the  National  Lawyers  Guild;  the  Attica  Defense 
Committee;  the  United  Prisoners  Union;  and  the  Board  of  the 
Fortune  Society.  He  is  presently  associated  with  the  Center  for 
Constitutional  Rights,  and  is  a  partner  in  the  firm  of  Kunstler 
Kunstler  and  Hyman  in  New  York  City. 

The  talk  by  Kunstler  on  Sunday  will  be  followed  by  a 
question  and  discussion  period.  A  $1.00  donation  will  be  requested 
at  the  door.  The  public  is  cordially  invited  to  attend  this  current 
event  in  the  series  of  speakers  presented  as  a  community  service 
by  First  Parish  Church  in  Ashby.  The  series  has  previously 
included  Scott  and  Helen  Nearing,  Father  Daniel  Berrigan,  Daniel 
Ellsberg,  State  Representative  Elaine  Noble,  and  Lanza  del  Vasto 
of  France.

However,  student  should  keep  in  mind  that  they  will  be 
working  on  the  European  economy  and  wages  will  naturally  be 
scaled  accordingly.  The  working  conditions  (hours,  safety, 
regulations,  legal  protection,  work  permits)  will  be  strictly 
controlled  by  the  labor  ministries  of  the  countries  involved. 

In  most  cases,  the  employers  have  requested  especially  for 
American  students.  Hence,  they  are  particularly  interested  in  the 
student  and  want  to  make  the  work  as  interesting  as  possible. 

They  are  all  informed  of  the  intent  of  the  program,  and  will  help 
the  student  all  they  can  in  deriving  the  most  from  his  trip  to 
Europe.

Traineeship 

Undergraduate  juniors,  seniors,  and  beginning  graduate  students 
are  invited  to  apply  for  the  Summer  Camp  Counselor  and  year 
'round  Pre-Professional  Traineeships  at  the  Devereux  Foundation 
in  Pennsylvania,  a  group  of  multi-disciplinary  residential  and  day 
care  treatment,  therapeutic  education  and  rehabilitation  centers  in 
suburban  Philadelphia.

Gray  Film 
Atelier 

An  alternative  opport- 
unity in  film  making  education 
is  being  offered  to  college 
students  around  the  country  by 
the  Gray  Film  Atelier,  an 
independent  movie  studio  with 
an  attached  apprentice  school 
At  a  time  when  many 
university  film  programs  have 
had  to  be  cut  back  out  of 
economic  necessity,  the  At- 
elier is  engaged  in  a  uniqueh 
experimental  program  which 
makes  the  intensive  study  of 
filmmaking  available  to  begin 
ners.  The  Atelier,  which 
originated  in  Brussels  four 
years  ago,  is  a  non-profit 
organization  under  partial 
support  from  the  New  York 
state  Council  on  the  Arts. 

Their  apprentice  program 
is  designed  to  facilitate  the 
transfer  of  credit  back  to  a 
home  university.  Students 
with  a  strong  awareness  and 
involvement  in  the  social 
sciences,  creative  writing,  or 
in  the  arts,  who  have  the 
interest  and  potential  to 
express  themselves  in  a  new 
medium,  are  encouraged  to 
apply.  At  the  Atelier,  located 
in  Hoosick  Falls,  New  York 
near  the  Vermont  border, 
students  cap  study  filmmaking 
for  a  year  01.  a  full-time  basis. 
A  number  of  apprentices  now 
at  the  Atelier  are  receiving 
credit  for  their  work  from  a 
sponsoring  college  or  uni- 
versity. 

The  Atelier  attempts  to 
bridge  the  gulf  between  the 
classroom  and  the  realities  of  a 
working  studio  by  combining 
the  teaching  of  the  creation  of 
films  with  their  research, 
producing,  and  distribution 
elements.  Each  film  goes 
through  the  total  studio 
process,  from  initial  idea  germ 
through  story  conferences, 
shooting,  editing,  and  finally, 
distribution.  By  performing 
major  studio  roles,  apprentices 
share  the  responsibility  of 
running  a  studio  that  is 
modeled  as  a  miniature  M.G 
M.  or  20th  Century  Fox. 

In  addition  to  creating  their 
own  original  short  films,  of 
which  approximately  50  are 
produced  each  year,  appren- 
tices gain  professional  exper- 
ience working  on  Atelier  films 
intended  for  commercial  dis- 
tribution. Current  projects 
include  a  political  parable 
entitled  "The  Return  of  the 
Queen  of  Sheba"  a  docu- 
mentary on  the  fantasies  of 
incarcerated  children,  and  the 
editing  of  a  feature  film  shot  in 
Europe  and  based  on  the  ideas 
of  R.D.Laing.* 

The  Atelier  is  headed  by 
Paul  Gray,  formerly  a  well- 
knowrr  experimental  director. 
He  headed  the  Drama  and 
Film  Department  at  Benning- 
ton College  in  Vermont  and  the 
Film  Studio  at  the  Universite 
du  Nouveau  Monde  in  Swit- 
erland.  In  the  1960's,  he  was 
one  of  the  key  editors  of  TDR 
(Tulane  Drama  Review)  and 
was  responsible  for  their 
International  Film  Issue. 

Candidates  for  the  1975-76 
Atelier  program  are  now  being 
reviewed.

"BARRY  MANILOW  II"  (ON  BELL  RECORDS) 

This  a'bum  includes  the  hit  single  Mandy"  which  is  by  all 
standards  a  good  solid  song.  Unfortunately  Manilow  does  not  keep 
that  same  fluid  continuity  throughout  the  album.  Most  of  the  cuts 
on  the  album  sound  as  if  Manilow  is  trying  too  hard  to  be  good. 

However,  there  are  some  good  cuts  on  the  album  such  as 
Its  a  Miracle".  "Home  Again"  and  "Early  Morning  Strangers." 

Oftentimes  as  in  the  song,  "I  Want  to  be  Somebody's 
Baby"  Manilow  sounds  like  a  bastardized  David  Cassidy.  The 
album  is  greatly  hampered  by  its  poor  engineering  and  recording. 
It  sounds  as  if  the  backup  music  is  coming  through  a  tin  can. 

Barry  Manilow-  has  previously  produced  such  big  names  as 
Bette  Midler,  and  written  some  popular  T.\  .  jingles  for  State  Farm 
and  McDonald's.  Personally  I  think  they  were  far  more  effective 
than  this  album. 


"SILVER  MORNING"  -  KENNY  RANKIN  (ON  LITTLE  DAVID 
RECORDS) 

L  p  until  now  Kenny  Rankin  has  been  a  name  that  not  too 
many  people  would  know  —  this  album  should  change  all  that. 

This  is  without  a  doubt  one  of  the  finest  total  experiences  in 
music  that  you  will  hear.  Rankin's  jazz  guitar  sound  mixed  with  his 
relaxing  mellow  voice  is  not  easily  forgotten. 

He  lends  a  refreshing  new  sound  to  some  otherwise  easily 
recognizable  songs  such  as  "Penny  Lane"  and  "Blackbird"  by  the 
Beatles. 

Also  to  be  noted  are  his  free-flowing  improvisational  jazz 
fillins.  Rankin  uses  his  voice  like  a  finely-tuned  instrument.  There 
is  not  a  second  of  this  album  that  isn't  filled  with  either  beautiful 
music  or  vocals. 

It  is  very  well  engineered  and  recorded,  and  it  just  plain 
makes  you  feel  GOOD! 

The  only  down  of  the  album  is  that  it  may  tend  to  get  a  bit 
repetitious  at  times.  Other  than  that  we  recommend  this  album 
highl\.
